Fire Closure Lifted Following 
Extremely Long, Dry Spell 




January rains have finally 
redueert the forest fire haz¬ 
ard to the point that offi¬ 
cials of the Angeles National 
Forest liave lifted campfire 
restrictions and the annual 
July 1 fire closure along the 
foothill communities from 
La Canada to Claremont. 

This means that permits 
will not lie necessary for 
campfires or stove fires out¬ 
side of developed camp¬ 
grounds throughout the For¬ 
est until the beginning of 
Way. according to William 
T. Dresser, Forest Supervi¬ 
sor. 

Dresser stressed, howp’-cr. 
that the danger of wildland 
fire exists year round in the 
four southern California Na¬ 
tional Forests. He urged 
campers and hikers to eon- 
tinue to be extremely care¬ 
ful in their use of camp¬ 
fires and portable stoves 
anx-where in the Forest. 

■'The fire danger has 
abated to a certain extent,” 
Dresser said, -‘but visitors to 
the Fore.st must continue to 
be alert to the basic rules 
of campire safety: camp¬ 
fires should be built in a 
safe manner, in a cleared 
area, and must be complete¬ 
ly extinguished before the 
camper leaves the camp¬ 
site.” 

Dresser noted that this 
past year 164 fires were re¬ 
ported on the Angeles Na- 


ional Forest, an increase of 
21 fires from 1978. Throe of 
the fires (two of these fires 
were cau.sed by lightning) 
were of major proportions: 
tlie Pinecrest, Sage and 
Monte Fires burned more 
titan 40.000 acres during the 
month of September. Fire 
saippression costs for those 
fires alone ex(’eedcd $7 mil¬ 
lion. "These costs may rep- 
lesent only the tip if the ice¬ 
berg when compared witli 
tlie flood damage costs that 
may follow if we receive 
heavy rains tills winter,” 
Dresser said. 

Of the 152 fires an the 
Forest, 142 were man - 
caused: 50 of these were de¬ 
liberately set by arsonists, 
and 10 were caused by light- 
nin.g. 

The major causes of fires 
in the Angeles are: arson, 
fireworks, escaped camp - 
fires, burning vehicles, care¬ 
less smokers and lightning. 

“It is up to each Forest 
visitor to assume responsi¬ 
bility for his stove fire or 
campfire and to help cut 
dowm on the number of wild¬ 
fire starts.” 

“It is your Forest,” Dres¬ 
ser said. “Help us protect it 
for your safety and for your 
cnjo>Tnent.”

Some Progress! 

Los Angeles County Supervisor Kenneth Hahn re¬ 
vealed statistics for burgiary in Los Angeles Coiunty during 
the months of May, June anti July, 1979. 

Tlhe figures showed that during this three-month, period 
tiiere were 39,114 burglaries reported in the coanty. This 
represents a decrease of 935 from the same period last 
year. On the other hand, the total value of property stolen 
vva.s $37,413,297, an increase of $8,435,400. 

Hahn also reportt'd on the number of sentences handed 
out for convicted burglars for the first ten months of 1979. 
Out of a total number of 2,017 felony sentences, tiotween 
January and October, there were 738 burglars sentenced to 
state i)rison. The rest received short terms in County Jail, 
parole or other lesser punishments. 

‘‘I am encouraged that there was a slight drop in 
tho total number of burglaries,” Hahn said. “But I’m 
very disturbed by the number of convicted burglars who 
escaped prison sentences. 

“Burglaries is a threat to our very society. It breeds 
fear and mistrust in every homeowner and apartment 
renter. 

"We need to take a strong stand against the burglar. 
Tliis is why I proposed the ‘.Rob A Home, Go To Jail’ leg¬ 
islation that is currently pending before the California 
State Assembly. 

"By requiring mandatory sentences for convicted bur¬ 
glars, this legislation will help tip the scales back in favor 
of the law-abiding citizen and away from the criminal.” 

Only Our Money Returned 

The Los Angeles County Supervisors announced their 
support of President Jimmy Carter’s decision to continue 
revenue-sliaring programs witli local governments. 

’Ilhe President is including $2.3 billion in federal reve¬ 
nue-sharing grants in his new budget. 

This will give county government, on a matching basis 
with the federal government, the necessary support to 
serve the basic needs of the inner city. This program rep¬ 
resents an important partnership between Washington and 
the cities of America. 

Something Is Needed! 

Supervisor Pete Schobarum called on the Board of 
Supervisors to place on the June 1980 ballot a proposal 
to create the office of co’unty mayor. 

In a spKtech before the Pomona Lions Club, Schabarum 
called the present Board of Supervisors "out of step” with 
the wishes of the public and a major change is needed 
to get the County moving again. 

"County government has, to some degree, lost its 
direction,” he said. “Like a rudderless ship it no longer 
initiates; it only reacts.” 

Schabarum said this lack of central focus has lead to 
deterioration of influence with outside agencies, particu¬ 
larly the state legislature. 

“The public has new expectations for government. They 
have put limits on funding and are at the same time 
.demanding greater efficiencies,” he said. 

Schabarum said in order to meet these new challenges, 
county government will have to change. “For all these 
reasons, I am proposing that the Board once again place 
the proposal for a strong county mayor on the ballot.” 

While Schabarum des not have the ballot language 
ready for introduction before the Board, he outlined some 
of the powers and responsibilities that would fall to the 
county mayor. 

"We need a leader with the power to hire and fire 
department heads and appoint and remove commissioners. 

■‘The Mayor should have the authority to propose as 
well as veto ordinances. 

“The Mayor should supervise all departments. 

‘The Mayor should prepare the budget and be able to 
veto or reduce appropriations. He should supervise nego- 
tiatiorui with employee organizations; and to preserve pro¬ 
fessionalism, the present CAO should report to the Mayor 
and assist with his management of the County,” said Scha- 
‘oarum. 

He said assurances that this proposal would not in- 
crea.se the cost of county government could be made by 
putting limits on the staff size for current supervisors as 
mcll as the new Mayor. 

■‘The bottom line,” said Schabarum, "is that we would 
have one person held squarely accountable for the man¬ 
agement of Los Angedes County. 

"I believe the voters of this County v/ill find this pro¬ 
posal in keeping with what I perceive to be their desire 
for a leaner, more assertive, more efficient county gov- 
enment,” said Schabarum. 

Will It Burn Forever? 

Los Angeles County Supervisor Kenneth Hahn an- 
nounw-d that the Olympic Torch atop the Los Angeles Me¬ 
morial Coliseum will be kept burning until the hostages 
being held in Iran are released. 

■‘This torch, of freedom and international goodwill is 
a fitting symbol of our hope for the hostages’ return,” 
Hahn said. ‘The 200,000 people who see the torch each 
day from the Harbor Freeway are reminded to keep the 
hostages close to their thoughts until the Americans are 
released safely to return to our shores.”

when you really don’t know 
a thing about them?” 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kidj when you try to discuss illegal dfug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from; 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a "trip” ■will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $1QO.OO per day).
